On  the  one 
hand  if  the  press  were  supbie.  and 
accepfed    unquestioned  everything 
a  government  lltetd  to  ^hand  out, 
news  wounrnteeone  propaganda  in 
favor   of   whatever  admlnlsratlon 
was  In  power.  Qn  the  other  hand, 
if  the  press  Is  osver  able  to  fmd 
good  In  government,  n^ws  becomes 
antl-govemment  propaganda.  Tfie 
relationship '  between  government 
and  press  is  an  old  one;  suffering 
about  the  world  as  \  whMe  many 
changes  for   the   wor.-t    m  recent 
years.  That  may  be  a  passing  phase; 
part  of  the  Winter  of  aun%  present 
discontent.   In   thLs  day  and  afte 
Canada  should  at  least  be  above 
personalities  in  its  news  columns  or 
from  its  ministerial  benches.  Men  in 
public  life  have'  a  dlffleult  }ob  of 
work  to  do.  Largely  it  gets  down  to 
the    making    of    decistons  -  with 
whleh  not  all  people  will  agree.
